Ambassador From Austria Noti- 


fied by Vienna to Leave United 
States—Asks for Safe Conduct 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Dr. Con- 


Btantln Theodore Dumb a, th& ambas- 
sador from Austria, telegraphed 
the 


state department today from th« sum- 
mer embassy at Lenox, Mass., that he 
had been ordered home by hte govern- 
ment and asked that a safe conduct bo 
arranged for him.

F. Archibald, an American newspaper 
correspondent, a report to his foreign 
office, which disclosed hts -participation 
in plans to cripple American munition 
plants, by strikes. 


British agents found the proofs on 


'Archibald at Falmouth. The American 
government cancelled Archibald's pass- 
ports and demanded the recall of the 
ambassador. A proposal that Dr. Dum- 
ba quit the United States on lenve of 
absence was unsatisfactory, and Pres- 
ident Wilson Insisted on his recall. 


In his conversation with Ambassador 


Pcnfield. the Austrian foreign minister 
is understood to have told Mr. Penflcld 
that Dr. Dumba's recall wns, as a mat- 
ter of course, final.

of Peace Wigwaggec 
From Dome of Capito 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Veterans 


of the Grand Army of the Republic In 
their 
forty-ninth 
annual 
reunion 


awoke hero today to see tvigwagget 
from the dome of the capitol a mes 
sage of peace. 
Men who had marcnec 


here fifty years ago, returning again 
to celebrate the close of a great Civl 
war had climbed during the night the 
long winding stairs that lead to the 
statue of Justice which crowns 
the 


capitol and had flared to tho warring 
old world a word of hope for peace. 


This was the ushering in of the sec 


ond day of the Grand Army assem 
blage which will reach its height on 
Wednesday with the re-marching men 
who returned 
from 
Appomattox in 


1S65 to receive the plaudits of the na- 
tion. 
The survivors who made the 


climb at the capitol were members of 
the veterans' Signal corps and old com- 
rades on Georgetown heights flashed 
back an answer. 


The veterans had before them a day 


of sightseeing, tours about the defenses 
of Washington and expeditions to his- 
toric spots, the day to be brought to 
a close with an address of -welcome by 
President Wilson In <thc Union head- 
quarters at Camp Matthew G. Emery. 


One of the events of the day was the 


reunion of former prisoners of war, 
where several hundred survivors of 
Libby prison assembled. The veterans 
canvassed their ages, and struck an 
average 
of 72 years. Xcw England. 


Oregon, California. Texas and nearly 
every middle northern state was repre- 
sented. 


While the reunion of the prisoners 


was in progress, a man entered the 
camp fire room who wore no uniform

_. who protested the employment of outr 
f of-town nurses in the 
capacity of 


school nurses in this city is ihe notice 
from the Massachusetts civil service 
commission that an examination 
for 


the positions will be held October 19. 
One part of the notice reads: "Only 
citizens of the United Slates who have 
been residents of 
Massachusetts for 


the past year, and of Lowell for iho 
six months last past, have a right to 
apply." Thus the Lowell nurses who 
protested are backed by the civil ser- 
vice commission as they are backed by 
me public opinion of the city. 


The recent misunderstanding over 


the school nurso situation was brought 
about by the unbusinesslike action of 
the school board, and It could have 
been averted had the matter been con- 
ducted properly. It was as obviously 
unfair to put the matter of selection 
in the hands of a woman who is a 
comparative stranger to- Lowell ns it 
Is to say that Lowell nurses were not 
qualilied, for it is now evident that the 
so-called "special qualifications" were 
mainly imaginary.

nurses who Inquired as to the positions 
were told that such a course was 
strictly essential In Ihis way it was 
made to appear that the action of the 
school board was in the interest of 
efficiency, but In this case the civil 
service commission does not agree with 
the -school board.
